City Fire Loss 


The fire loss in Albany during 
1937 amounted to but $379.05, de- 
clares Fire Chief Carl B. Ahlgren 
in his annual report. Per capita 
loss is given as 2% cents in com- 
parison with the 1936 loss of 
$937.40, or nearly 6 cents. 


A total of 65 fire alarms were 
answered, of which 47 came in by 








telephone. Sixteen fires were ex- 
tinguished. Other leading causes 
of blazes were: Faulty flues, 7; 


automobiles, 7; children playing 
with matches, 4; rubbish left burn- 
ing, unattended, 4, and over-heat- 
ed stoves, 3. 

Three persons were revived with 
the inhalator and the department's 
trained crew, the report shows. 


Police calls handled during the 
year totaled 1523. Of these, 488 
were broadcast. Firemen saw to 
the burning of grass on 1,050 25- 
foot lots, issued 120 fire permits 
and conducted 358 inspections of 
stores and homes. Twenty talks 
and demonstrations on fire pre- 
vention were given throughout the 
City and 11 Boy Scouts were ex- 
amined for their  firemanship 
awards. 


Buildings endangered were val- 
ued at $44,550, their contents at 
$27,100, a total of $71,650, Ahlgren 
stated.

AN ORDINANCE REGULATING 

THE KEEPING OF TRAILER 

COACHES BY. AMENDING OR-, 

DINANCE NO, 217 REGULATING 

CONSTRUCTION AND REPAIRS 

TO BUILDINGS. 

The Council of the City of Albany 
do ordain as follows: 

Section 143.16 is hereby added to 
Ordinance No. 217 of the City of Al- 
bany, regulating construction and 
repairs to buildings or other con- 
structions, to read as follows: 

SECTION 143.16. It shall be un- 
lawful for any person to place, keep 
or maintain, or to permit to be 
placed, kept or maintained, any 
trailer coach used for human habi-
